Herrin Stronger Than Ever 


William F. Ilerrin returns to San Francisco appar- 


ently in snperb health more strongly entrenched in 
his position than ever before. He is in close and con- 
fidential communion with the group of financiers who 
control the vast railwav system, or collection of sys- 
tems; operated under the direction of the late E. H. 
Harriman. 
Fie possesses their full confidence a.nd 


esteem, and hence is a still more potent figure in the 
railway world than he has previously been, and he has 
long wielded a powerful and far-reaching influence in 
Southern Pacific affairs. 
He is now, to a greater 


extent than ever, the personal representative of Ihe 
interests in control of the greatest railway system west 
of the Missouri river. 


Mr ITerrin has not only survived every change of 


dynasty in the Southern Pacific, but has with each 
change increased his influence and had his powers en- 
larged. Today he is at once the best abused man in 
California and the most powerful citizen in the Stale. 
F\cn his enemies acknowledge this. Each successive 
change in the financial control of the Southern Pacific 
has bred the rumor that Mr. Ilerrin would have to 
resign or be forced out, but in each instance when the 
names of the elect wore made public, Ilerrin s name, 
like Abou Ben Adhem's. led all the rest. Usually the 
retiiements and resignations included persons whose 
elimination from Southern Pacific activities conduced 
to Herrin's peace of mind. lie always stayed; it was 
the others that walked the plank. 


Rut a short time ago—after Mr. Harriman answered 


the last roll-call—it was reported that Ilerrin was to 
step clown and out. Ill health, 'twas said, would cause 
him to resign, but the flicker of the eyelid and the in- 
flection of the voice conveyed a different meaning. 
Hcrrin said nothing, lie never does—to the public— 
and now he returns wearing the laurel of approval and 
the emblem of authoritv—his enemies routed and his 
friends victorious, and his own position siecure from 
assault. 


If ITen-in's retention of power is remarkable, his rise 


to eminence in his profession is not less remarkable. 
When he began the practice of law in San Francisco 
he had neither wealth nor family influence behinc' him. 
lie was an unknow n young lawyer from Oregon, born 
in the Rogue Ri\er valley of an immigrant family from 
somewhere clown South. He was neither an ai'\crt;;i-r 
nor a mixer 
1 Us first legal connection was with Fran- 


cis I. \cwrands. now Senator from Nevada, son-in- 
law of William Sharon. That connection brought him 
in touch w i t h the men in control of the Spring Valley 
Water V orks and the Bank of California. 
Tie be- 


came the iuuior member of the firm of Stewart, New- 
lands & llerriii, the head of which was the late Wil- 
liam M. Stewart, long Senator from Nevada. StcwaH 
brought the firm prestige, Ncwlands brought it bu.-i- 
ness, but the great lawyer of the combination was the 
modest young- fellow from Oregon, who never over- 
looked a point of law, a detail of his case or the ques- 
tions of expediency behind it. 


Presently the junior partner became the firm in fact. 


Before he had achieved any popular notoriety he had 
come to be highly regarded by the judges of the 
Supreme Court. Without spectacular demonstration 
he displayed a profound grasp of legal principles and 
a cogency in discussing them that gave him prompt 
and sympathetic hearing. He proved himself, indeed, 
a great lawyer before half the people of San Fran- 
cisco knew there was such a man living. 


When Creed Haymond died C. P. Huntingdon se- 


lected Herrin to succeed him. There was such men 
as Samuel M. Wilson, Hall McAllister and General 
W. H. L. Barnes to choose from—all of them renowned 
at the bar, experienced, able and widely known. But 
Hunting-ton, who always was a keen judge of char- 
acter, selected the comparatively unknown Herrin al 
a salary $10,000 a year above that paid to Colonel 
Haymond. 
Events have amply demonstrated 
the 


wisdom of his choice, which has been ratified and ap- 
proved by his successors. All the great lawyers con- 
sidered as probably successors to Haymond served as 
counsel for the Southern Pacific under Herrin's direc- 
tion, but none of them was .ever permitted a voice in 
the Dolicy of the railroad's law department There 
Herrin was supreme from the start. 
The law and 


the facts of every case are reviewed in his office in 
advance of trial, and he alone decides whether there 
shall be settlement, compromise or fight to a finish. 
In the last analysis, he takes a broad, statesmanlike 
survey of the situation and then decides what is best 
to be done. Hence he never takes a posilion that is 
not justified by the record and the attending circum- 
stances. 


It is a tribute to Herrin's character that he has 


never lost the confidence of a man who trusted him. 
lie has seldom failed in any task he has undertaken. 


He has been bitterly assailed in the public prints, 
mainly because of his fidelity to the interests com- 
mitted to his charge, but he has never uttered a word 
in his defense. And, it is worthy of note, the'friends 
of his earlier years have grown truer to him with the 
passage of time. His ability to hold fast to the friend- 
ship and confidence of those who know him best is 
one of the secrets of his success in life. 
It is some- 


thing many who rail at him have never been able 
to do. 


Herrin possesses one quality that has been a poten- 


tial factor in his progress upward. More than twenty 
years ago a man remarked to a justice of the Supreme 
Court, now dead, "Herrin is a great lawyer." 


"He is more than that," replied the jurist warmly. 


"He is a great man. His wise and clear sense of pro- 
portion alone stamps him as a man of genius. 
Whether it is a question of law, politics or sociology, 
Herrin's capacity for measuring the relative value and 
size of any proposition surpasses that of any ma'' I 
ever knew. He knows what things are worth in the 
ultimate, and there are mighty few men who do." 


That was before Herrin became so famous and 


powerful, but I suspect the old judge knew pretty well 
how to assay values himself. 
Hook Worm Scare a Joke 


All this stir about the hook worm is one of the most 


ludicrous newspaper joshes that has recently been put 
over. Now we arc told that the State Board of Health 
is to take up the subject and study out something to 
prevent the ravage? of that scourge of the South for 
whose elimination John D. Rockefeller recently gave 
$1,000,000. 


Now, the preventive of the hook worm is one of 


the simplest on earth, but it has no relation to the 
pharmacopoeia. 
The preventive is merely a pair of 


shoes. 


The hook worm afflicts the darkies and poor whites 


because "they go around bare-footed. 
It never gets 


into the system except through the feet, and John D.'s 
million probably will be mostly spent in providing 
those blacks and tenant whites with suitable foot- 
covering: 
Dreaded Amoeba Among Us 
, ' But there is another pest that really is causing 
alarm among the doctors, and they are stirring to 
secure legislation to prevent it. That is the dreaded 
amoeba. 


Now, the amoeba is a tropical cuss, and doesn't be- 


long in this latitude at all; but in recent years ho has 
invaded this territory and is laying some prominent 
citizens by the heels. Dr. Kahn is said to have been a 
victim. 


The doctors have decided that the amoeba is com- 


municated by uncooked vegetables; and i:i many doc- 
tors' families no vegetable is permitted on the table 
unless it has been thoroughly cooked, while lettuce is 
entirely taboo. 
The theory is that the Chinese and 


Tapanese gardeners spread the disease by their hlthy 
methods of vegetable cultivation. So it is trie amoeba 
raid not the hook worm that is the real ^enace. 
Defeated Supervisors 


Several members of the present Board of Super- 


visors were undoubtedly defeated for re-election be- 
caused of their stupid antagonism to all plans for im- 
proving the street car service of, San Franciscp. The 
refusal to let the Sutler street cars run down Maiket 
street to the ferry alone cost them thousands of votes. 
All the improvement clubs were harassed and antago- 
nized by factions and insincere opposition to the ex- 
tension of the street car service into new territory. 


The cold fact is that the majority of the present 


board has been fighting the United Railroads at every 
turn to gratify the animosity of Rudolph Spreckels 
and James D. Phelan. 
Public interests and public 


convenience were sacrificed to gratify the vengeance 
of Spreckels and Phelan, and on election day the 
voters evened matters up by voting the offenders out 
of office. 


Dan Murphy, Phelan's bum bailiff, and Johnston 


took the lead in every move to cripple the service of 
the United Railroads, and they were the worst cut of 
the whole Good Government McNab bunch. They 
ran thousands of votes behind John L. Herget, for- 
merly known to the prize ring as "Young Mitchell,"

Why Pardee Hates Herrin 


Doubtless Doc. Pardee will welcome 
William F. 


Herrin's return to California with a broadside of per- 
spnal abuse. 
Herrin is the ex-Governor's favorite 


theme of denunciation. 
A great many people are of 


the opinion that Herrin deserves all the abuse Pardee, 
who was dubbed "Pickhandlc Pardee" during the 
campaign of 1902 by giving that woVthy i.he Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor that year. It has be- 
come an accepted axiom in California polit cs that the 
sure way to gain Pardee's undying ill will is to do him 
a favor. 


When the Republican State convention was dead- 


locked at Sacramento in 1902, Herrin went up in a 
private car and from Washington on the Volo side of 
the river gave the word that put the Gage forces sol- 
idly behind Pardee. That gave him the nomination 
and caused the wrath of Tom Flint and his friends to 
flame all over the State. 


As the campaign wore on it was apparent that 


Franklin K. Lane, now Interstate Comn erce Com- 
missioner, would be elected Governor if tome heroic 
work was not done to help Pardee. Abojt ten days 
prior to the election, Herrin received a telegram from 
E. H. Harriman telling him to do everything in his 
power to help Pardee. Harriman said Roosevelt had 
urged him to assist Pardee, and therefore he desired 
Herrin to use his best endeavors. 


Promptly Herrin sent the word down the line, and 


in two days there was something doing for Pardee all 
over the State. The tide running to Lsne was ar- 
rested in the last days of the campaign, and by the 
vigorous exertions of Herrin's lieutenants Pardee 
was pulled through by a narrow plurality. 


Thus Herrin gave Pardee the nomination and saved 


him from defeat. That is why people laugh when 
they read 1'ardee's diatribes on the chief counsel of 
the Southern Pacific, and say he is only getting what's 
coming to him. Pardee has been reviling Herrin ever 
since the railroad lawyer declined to give him a re- 
nomination in 1906. 


Scoffed at War Talk Scare

"Why, wherever ships of the navies are together 


we fraternize with the English officers more 
than 


any others except the A.ustrians. With the Austri;ms 
we are just like brothers, as we speak the same 
tongue. But next-to them we are chummy with the 
English. 
All the war talk in England is merely to 


get a big budget to put down threatene< troubles in 
India! Why, England's navy could crush ours. So, 
talk of war between Germany and Eng land is all 
bosh."

McCarthy *,TI s that perhaps promises 
have been.made, but he. the mayor-elect, has not made 
a single pledge or promise oMier than tho=e contained 
in the Union Labor o'atform. or announced by him 
from the rostrum, and running wholh to principles 
and policies. 


The politicians have already filled all the offices 


th?t McCarthy v ill have th" pouer to appoint se\ eral 
times over, but the successful candidate for mavor has 
not vet accepted the sla*e thus prepared for him, and 
there are thrse iiUo claim that there v i'l be manv a 
name rubbed off that slate and others substituted be- 
fore McCarthy accepts it. 


McCarthy has |ad experience as an unsuccessful 


candidate as well as one ^ho rode to victory, having 


gone down to defeat t\vo years- ago. Then not to ex- 
ceed a half-dozen persons visited him at headquarters 
after the announcement of the result of the vote. 'This 
year, however, the headquarters were so crowded with 
those who would grasp the -winner's" hand and shower 
congratulations upon him that he wearied of the show, 
still having a keen recollection of the scene enacted at 
the close of the election two years before. McCarthy 
stated as the press of visitors increased, "I am tired 
of this handshaking,'' and , instructed the two uni- 
formed policemen at the door to admit no more. 


McCarthy has shewn himself to be possessed of 


superior powers as an organizer, this being evident in 
the building trades and other labor movements that 
hf has built up. Already there are indications that he 
will undertake to construct a political machine that 
will be even stronger and more effective than that 
once run by Ruef and Schmitz.

As the offire of suncn Nor carries a sabry of 
but S100 a month, and McCarthy has announced that 
no "grafting" is to be permitted, he anticipates no 
trouble in creating vacancies in the Board of Super- 
visors-elect, to which he will appoint competent men.

as well as political ambitions and his administration 
will probably differ from those of his predecessors in 
that it will be marked by a number of brilliant social 
functions of an official or semi-official character. 
Re-

blocks. Mrs. McCarthy has soci'a! views of her own 
in v,hich she receives the full approval of her mayor 
husband. The many friends of Mrs. McCarthy regard 
her as the peer of an> lady now conspicuous in society 
and thev predict that the McCarthy home will be the 
scene of manv brilliant private and official functions, 
in which the lady of the house will chme as the bright 
and particular strr, for \\luch social leadership she is 
eminently fitted, both by her many accomplishments 
of mind and charm arid ^race of manner.

California's Population 


That California uill make rapid increase in popula- 


tion on the completion of the Panama canal is the he- 


lief of those who make immigration a special study. 
There are many who believe that the population of 
California will advance 500,000, if not fully 1,000,000 
a year, as soon as ships from Europe shall begin to 
pass through the canal. They say that at the present' 
immigration from Southern European countries to 
New York and other Atlantic seaboard cities (is ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 n year. Many of these return to 
their European homes in the winter, when work is 
scarce and living high. They are enabled to do this 
becajse of the low immigrant fare of $26. 


These immigrants have not been able to pay the 


cost of transportation to San Francisco, in large num- 
bers, but with the opening of the caflal ships may 
profitably land immigrants from European ports HI 
San Francisco for about $40 each, which rf te is ex- 
pected to prove quite attractive to the laborers of 
Southern Europe. It is also thought that by reason 
of the equable climate and other favorable conditions 
obtaining in this State the immigrants will be inclined 
to remain here the whole year round, thereby adding 
large numbers to the permanent population of Califor- 
nia annually. 
Building in San Francisco 


That there has been much doing in the line of build- 


ing in San Francisco during the past three years is 
indicated by the fact that one firm alone, Mahoney 
Brothers, general contractors, have passed on $32,- 
000,000 in construction since the fire. It is also evi- 
dent that the Mahoney Brothers have made a barrel 
of money, as their fees for passing on construction 
average 15 per cent. While the Mahoney Brothers 
take the lead in this class of business, they having 
several Class-A structures under their supervision at 
one time, there are many other contractors who have 
also been doing a large business, all of which speaks 
for the upbuilding of San Francisco. 
.Mrs. Gould's Sister in Chinatown 


At a corner of Sacramento and Stockton streets on 


the edge of Chinatown is a curious collection of curios 
that has been brought together during the last three 
years by Mr. and Mrs. !\Vong Sun Yue.' The collec- 
tion consists of all sorts of junk dug from the ruins of 
the 1906 fire—chiefly bits of metal and glass and bot- 
tles molded into fantastic shapes by the tremendous 
heat. Some of the more interesting specimens are 
beer, wine and milk bottles twisted and fused into the 
most extraordinary grotesques, and the terrific fur- 
nace in which they were melted and transformed 
seems to have given sortie of them new textures that 
one would hardly expect from the common glass of 
commerce. For example, one common milk bottle has 
been changed into an irregular mass of iridescence 
difficult to distinguish from what is known as Tif- 
fany glass. If it had form it would be a thing of 
beauty. Many other bottles have been warped and 
gnarled into half semblances of all sorts of things, 
and the objects are interesting chiefly as showing the 
freakish work of the great conflagration. This odd 
collection of stuff is housed in a relic of the days fol- 
low ing the fire, a mixture of tent and shack, and it is 
shown to all visitors and tourists by its 
Chinese 


owner and white wife, Mr. and Mrs. Wong Sun Yue. 
They get their return by selling pictures of them- 
sehes taken at various times, the most attractive of 
the lot being a photograph of Mrs. Wong Sun Yue in 
her girlhood days when she was Miss Clemmons. It 


shows a rather stout but very pretty young woman 
gazing up into the blossoming branches of .1 cherry 
tree. She has an exquisite profile, but is gowned in 
an evening outfit altogether too dainty to be worn 
while hunting birds' nests. 


Mrs. Wong Sun Yue has had a squalid and dispirit- 


ing career. 
For years has she lived in ani about 


Chinatown and has known poverty that few Ameri- 
can women could survive. Survive >he has, however, 
and to tell the truth she looks little the worse for 
wear. As far as appearances go she is a fat, middle- 
aged, comfortable-looking -"woman who has good 
health, the capacity to enjoy her dinner and sleep well 
of nights. She has a low, well modulated voice and 
discourses upon the contents of her unique museum 
with as much enthusiasm and vivacity as J. Pierpont 
Morgan could muster in a discourse on his t,nrivaled 
treasures of art. In other surroundings and without 
the whimsical mixture of American and Chinese cos- 
tume she affects, she would seem to be a common- 
place matron supremely contented. Her Chinese soul- 
mate is a well dressed, good looking specimen of his 
race and speaks accurate English without a,trace of 
the pigeon accent. In fact, Mr: and Mrs. Wong Sun 
Yue appear to be prospering under the general revival 
of trade, and that she has a proper eye to business is 
shown by the fact that in an advertisement she cheer- 
fully announces herself as the "sister of Mrs. How- 
ard Gould."

Farmers Favor State Highways. 


At the Davisville State University Farm the last 


of a series of farmers' meetings was held on Satur- 
day which was addressed by Governor Gillett and 
State Engineer Ellery on the subject of bonding 
the State in the sum of $18,000,000 for the con- 
struction of parallel highways the whole length of 
the commonwealth. 
There were present farmers 


from 
Sacramento, Yolo, Woodland and 
many 


other valley points and the meeting unanimously 
adopted a resolution favoring the state highway 
project. As the meeting was conducted under the 
auspices of the Sacramento Development Associ- 
ation it is interpreted as committing that populous 
section of the interior to the policy of state high- 
way construction embodied in the $18,000,000 
bond proposition. 


Governor Gillett'? speech was devoted to the 


value of two well constructed highways extending 
the length of the State, one along the east side, 
another on the west side, to aid the farmers and oth- 
er producers. On hib theory these two state high- 
ways would constitute main arteries of local trans- 
portation into which the lateral roads constructed 
by the various counties wiil naturally dovetail, 
thus furnishing, between them, convenient and 
economical avenues for farmers, horticulturists 
and other producers to remove their crops. As 
an apostle of good roads the Governor was so ef- 
fective as to convince all of his hearers and win 
Over their unqualified support. 


State Engineer Xat Ellery fortified the Gov- 


ernor's advocacy of good roads by presenting 
some practical illustrations of their special value 
to farmers and fruit-growers. 
In response to i'n- 


quiries on the effect of poor roads on producers, 
he informed the gathering that, in the matter of 
transportation of eggs to shipping points and to 
market, the loss to the poultrymen through break- 
age alone amounted to over 5300,000 a year. The 
damage done to fruit transported by wagon over 
the poor roads of the State was impossible to com- 
pute, but it was surely equal, if it did not greatly 
exceed, the loss sufFered by the poultrymen. Mr. 
Ellery argued that with well constructed, smooth- 
surfaced roadvva} s, on which the hauling of wag- 
ons loaded with produce would be absolutely ex- 
empt from jolting, the saving to the farmers would 
greatly counterbalance the cost of building good 
roads. The Governor had previously dwelt upon 
the value of good roads as an attraction to tour- 
ists and a profitable source of revenue which the 
State Engineer's presentation of the economic re- 
sults to be derived from them fortified in such a 
practical form that there was no room for doubt in 
the minds of their hearers: hence the unanimous 
support given to the State highway bond proposi- 
tk 1

the time it was given out to the world that his 
death was due to apoplexy and that he expired 
in the Elysee. The truth was then suppressed 
because it would betray her relations with one of 
the highest judicial officers and some of the most 
influential public men in the republic and destroy 
their reputations. Her husband and her step- 
mother were killed by strangulation with a fine 
cord and when their dead bodies, were found she 
was discovered in an adjoining room gagged and 
bound.

Reclamation of the Marshes. 


The subject of reclaiming the marshes on the 


western side of the city is being taken up in dead 
earnest by the administration. 
Mayor Mott and 


members of the Council are endeavoring to 'arouse 
the interest of the owners of the marsh land to 
do something toward the redemption of their own 
property. For the best interests of the land own- 
ers and for the city, the reclamation of the 
marshes should proceed simultaneously with the 
improvement of the western water front which 
will soon start, as it is virtually assured the bonds 
will carry by an almost unanimous vote. 


These marshes have been a public eyesore for 


decades. 
Their reclamation has been 
long de- 


layed, and the delay has been due to the fact that 
the land is subdivided among many owners, and 
up to date they have failed to cooperate. One is 
waiting on the other to reclaim his tract, calcu- 
lating that his own property will be benefited 
without costing him anything. 


Twenty years ago a well devised plan was 


formed to redeem these marshes. 
Its success de- 


pended, however, on the acquisition of the entire 
area. A quiet effort was made by the promoters 
of the enterprise to secure options to the various 
tracts, as a preliminary step. The acreage value 
then was extremely low, lor the land was then as 
it is now, practically unsaleable. There was no 
trouble 
in getting 
options from some of the 


smaller property owners; but, as soon as the 
larger marsh land owners were approached they 
at once suspected that some reclamation scheme 
was on foot, and, while unable to do anything 
with the property themselves, they set a prohibi- 
tive figure on their holdings so that nobody else 
could utilize them. It blocked the reclamation 
enterprise effectively. It was a dog-in-the-mangcr 
policv, and the evidence of it is shown in the con- 
dition of the land today. 


The plan of reclamation carefully worked out 


twenty years ago, for the carrying out of which 
capital was available, was the same as the one 
the 
municipal administration is trying to in- 


duce the marsh owners to co-operate in putting 
into effect now, so that when the western water 
front is made ready to invite commerce, the re- 
claimed marsh land will be in a condition to in- 
vite manufacturers to locate their industries on it. 
All interests will thus mutually profit from both 
classes of improvements and from the business 
which they will develop. The land can be re- 
claimed today at one-half the cost it could have 
been reclaimed twenty years ago, and in one-half 
the time1, because of the greater capacity of mod- 
ern dredgers. The marsh land owners should pool 
their interests without delay. There is money ga- 
lore for them in the reclamation of their property. 
In its present condition it might 
be

could be laid aside with little or no 
detriment to public morals to make way 
for a new precept, "Thou shalt not drink 
to drunkenness or bewilder thyself with 
strong drink." 
The utterance of the 


name of God In the speech of today, he 
says, has lost Its old time significance, 
find Intent: It Is not Intended to be pro- 
fane nor Inflict a sting, but Is the outlet 
of a limited vocabulary and a lack of 
good taste. 


Drinking, on the other hand, he says, 


is a practical Injury to the value of a 
man as an economic unit and as a factor 
In the Interrelated activities produced by 
the modernized Inventive 
life 
of to- 


day. 


"I do not declare by any means." says 


Professor Carver, "that the Ten Com- 
mandments are passe; what I have said 
is that the Commandments were rules of 
conduct fitted for control of the people 
at the time. 
But changing conditions 


require changed rules of conduct, and 
so today I think that a commandment 
against drunkness Is needed. 


"In our highly articulated system of 


civilization It Is absolutely necessary that 


man, areln positions where 
th* 
llvei 


of other* are dependent upon their effi- 
ciency. I bane mentioned extreme cases, 
but In the complexity of modem civiliza- 
tion almost every man become* only «. cog 
In the machine and It he la not dependable 
the entire machine mar be thrown out 
of working order.
